Call to Order 


The meeting was called to order at 2:30 p.m. 


Approval of Agenda 


It was moved and seconded (Lajoie/Armstrong) to approve the agenda as 
circulated. Vote: CARRIED 


Approval of Minutes 


Dr. Wall noted that under item 11, page 4 in the final statement 
recorded he had referred to a department meeting, not a department 
and asked to have the minutes corrected. 


Mr. Martin said his statement on page 3 was with reference to 
recommendation II only, that Council itself had the power to have 
recommendation [| implimented. 


It was moved and seconded (Nish/Lajoie) to approve the minutes of 
the meeting held on March 7, 1980, as amended. 


Vote: CARRIED

Chairman's Remarks 


a) The Chairman said that she had announced the adoption of the 
letter grade system by the Faculty at Senate and that the 
changes in the Centre for Interdisciplinary had been circulated. 


Dr. Chaikelson reported that the document on script writing had 
been approved at the last meeting of Senate. 


b) Members of Council were reminded that the terms of office of 
some members would end May 3lst and that she would like elections 
for positions which will become vacant to be held before the end 
of April in the departments concerned. 


Questions Period and Announcements 


a) Asked why Convocation will be held on a Monday, the Chairman 
replied that that was the only day Place des Arts was available. 


b) Dr. Cohen said he was presently revising the second draft of 
the report of the Task Force on Curriculum. He apologized for 
not meeting the end of April target saying that it was his 
fault entirely that the paper had not been completed on that 
date. 


Review of Council Composition (time limit - 15 minutes) 


It was moved and seconded (McEvenue/Brian) to have Steering 
Committee inquire into the need for a change in the composition 
of Council and to prepare a debate on the topic. 

Vote: CARRIED 


Dean Chaikelson asked the members of Council to submit their position 
papers on changes in the composition and function of Council. She 
said she would report back at the next meeting on the papers received. 


Elections 


a) Arts and Science Faculty Panel (Academic Regulations Regarding Cheating) 


The slate of names presented by the students was accepted. There 
were no nominations from the floor. 


Georgia Despotopoulos, Joy Ferguson, Alex Hadjistefanou and 
Timothy Ryan were elected by acclamation to the Arts and Science 
Faculty Panel (Academic Regulations Regarding Cheating). 


Note: Following the meeting it was found that Georgia Despotopculos was 
not registered in the University and a replacement would have to 
be sought. Mr. Lajoie was notified of the situation.

Mature Student Entry (ASC 80-3-D3, ASC 80-4-D1, ASC 80-4-D3) 


Prof. Armstrong outlined the position of the Centre for Mature Students 
saying that they supported the U.C.C.C. proposal that there be only one 
mature entry programme, and recommended that a number of credits should 
be a continuing requirement with some degree of flexibility allowed for 
those over 25. 


She added that the Centre was of the opinion that the document deserved 
to be supported because it will give a much more uniform set of admin- 
istrative rules within which the Centre can work. 


A lengthy debate followed on the minimun age for admission to the 
programme. No conclusion was reached. 


It was moved and Seconded (Armstrong/McEvenue) to support the U.C.C.C. 
propesal on Mature Entry and that it be regarded as an ongoing procedure 
of reviewing in which the Centre for Mature Students be involved. 


It was moved and seconded (McEvenue/Armstrong) to amend recommendation 1 


to insert the word "normally" in the first sentence. 
Vote: CARRIED 


As amended the sentence reads: "The minimum number of additional 
credits required of all mature entrants to bachelor's degree programmes 
will normally be 18." 


The question was called on the motion to approve the document as 
amended and was CARRIED. 


Establishment of Prizes and Medals at the Graduate Level. (ASC 80-4-D2) 


In introducing the item to Council the Chairman said that this was 
essentially a request from Dean French to begin to establish prizes-at 
the graduate level. She added that at the present time there is only 
one prize at this level, The F.A. Girard Prize in Engineering. 


It was moved and seconded (Nish/Sahni) to establish prizes and medals 
at the graduate level, and that these awards be presented at convocation. 


Dr. Chaikelson pointed to the difference between prizes at the under- 
graduate level and those proposed at the graduate level by saying that 
the former are awarded for a discipline while the latter would be 
granted for a programme, PhD.- M.A., or Certificate. 


The question was called on the motion and was CARRIED. 
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80-4-7 It was moved and seconded (Nish/Wall) to establish The Edward McCullough 


M.A. History award. 
Vote: CARRIED 


In the view of the fact that there was no documentation accompanying 
the requést for the establishment of a prize for the Dipolma in 

Communication Studies, the recommendation was tabled pending receipt 
of further information. Prof. Murphy agreed to research the subject. 


80-4-8 It was moved and seconded (Cohen/Habib) to table item 4 dealing. with 
"unused undergraduate prizes/medals resulting from the merging of 
departments" be tabled and that Chairman of departments concerned be 
notified of the proposal, and to invite their reaction to the suggestion 


in view of the motion (80-4-7) just passed.

It was agreed that item 3 of the document should be discussed under

Linguistics, and has adopted the recommendations of the appraisals 
committee. 


11 ¢ Curriculum Committee Reports 


a) Proposal for a new Graduate Programme - PhD. in Education - 
(Education Technology) - ASC 80-4-D7, ASC 80-4-D8. 


Dean Cohen reported that the Deans had considered the financial 
implications of the programme and would request funding for three 
faculty positions for two years, one secretarial position, one 
technical position, and some additional operational budget for 
student supported visiting lecturers, 


80-4-10 It was moved and seconded (Cohen/Hamalian) to approve the new 
programme - PhD. in Education (Education Technology) for impliment- 
ation subject to the appropriate funding by the Ministry of Education. 

Vote: CARRIED 


b) Courses in Statistics (ASC _80-4-D9) 


In his explanation of the document Asst. Dean Adley :said that all 
courses in statistics offered by the University with similar content 

had been grouped according to: three categories and that a restriction 
e would be placed on the number of credits-a student would be allowed to 
take within these categories.

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With regard to the involvement of the Commerce and Engineering 
Faculties Dr, Adley said that they had been consulted, that he had 
sent copies to the Deans, but he did not know if it had been presented 
to Councils. 


It was moved and seconded (Malik/Hamalian) to approve the recommend- 


ation concerning courses in Statistics. 
Vote: CARRIED 


Deactivation of Joint Honours and Joint Specialization Programmes 
with few or no graduates (ASC 80-4-D10) 


It was explained that the document provides for cold storage as an 
alternative to the cancellation of programmes from which there have 
been few or no graduates. 


It was moved and seconded (Wall/Hamalian) to approve the recommend- 
ations contained in the report on Deactivation of Joint Honours and 


Joint Specialization Programmes with few or no graduates, 
Vote: CARRIED 


New Programmes ~- Liberal Arts College - Honours in Western Society 
and Culture -Major in Western Society and Culture (ASC 80-4-D1l1, 


ASC _79-5-D1) 
Dr. Adley presented the document to Council. 


Dr. Wall requested that Dr. Krantz, Principal, Liberal of Arts College 
and Prof, Laffey, Fellow of the College be given speaking privileges. 
It was so agreed, 


It was moved and seconded (Wall/Malik) to approve the new programmes 
Liberal Arts College - Honours in Western Society and Culture, Major 
in Western Society and Culture. 


Dean Cohen reported that the item had not been considered by the Deans 
as a budgetary committee on the assumption that there were no budgetary 
implications, 


Dr. Krantz drew attention to the fact that a similar proposal had been 
submitted to Council last year, that Council had voted in favor of the 
major at the time, but had rejected the honours component. Senate, 
however, did not accept the programme. He said that the current document 
was a re-working of the original proposal and he went on to explain each 
programme,

Dean Taddeo suggested that there were a number of questions in terms 
of the roll of the Colleges or small units of Division IV within the 
Faculty of Arts and Science which needed to be ventilated: 1) if the 
major or honours is given to the Liberal Arts College does this mean a 
student will be able to graduate without a major or honours in a 
department or discipline, 2) is the major or honours in L.A. restricted 
to that unit of Division IV, 3) could not existing departments in 
Division I offer the proposed major and honours programmes, 4) does 
Council have to approve these recommendations in 1980 - would it not 
be preferable to do so after the College fias produced its first crop 
of graduatess 5) could not the students caught without a discipline, 
because of the 42 credit - core curriculm requirement, be given more 
flexibiligy among disciplines if some of the core courses in the L.A.C. 
were recognized as cognate courses, or a part of the required courses 
for a major, honours, or specialization in other departments in the 
Faculty, 6) if the major or honours in Western Culture and Society 
prove indispensable to the very existante of the L.A.C. would it not 
be possible indeed preferable for the College to discuss with depart- 
ments most concerned, the pfospects of joint majors and joint honours 
programmes in Liberal Arts and Departments so as to fulfill both the 
needs of the College and Departments in a manner advantageous to both? 


In summary Dr. Taddeo said that these were the questions that should 
be debated in Council at this time. 


In answer to some of the questions, Dr. Wall stated that it was clear 

to him at this stage that no other unit in Division IV was contemplating 
a proposal or special programme with the exception of the one already 
approved by Council, which was the result of the merger of Women's 
Studies with the Simone de Beauvoir Institute, but which had not yet 
occured, He confirmed the fact that a student would be able to graduate 
without a discipline if the new College major or honours is followed, 
With reference to whether another department would be able to offer 

the same programme, he said it would be difficult to do without running 
counter to the nature and goals of the Liberal Arts College that he saw 
it as a programme with an inter/multidisciplinary approach that could 
not be offered by any one department. 


A lively debate followed over the extent to which negotiations had 
taken place with the departments concerned, and whether or not the 
History Department, in particular, had been consulted and had agreed 
to the proposed new programmes,

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The Chairman interupted the proceedings to say that she was anxious 

to cover the next item on the agenda at this meeting because Dr, Uprichard 
would not be able to attend the next meeting of Council. She proposed 
that on completing her current list of 5 speakers, Council move to 

item lle on the agenda and on completing it, return to this item. 


The debate Gontinued. 


It was suggested that presentation of the proposal from-L.A.C. at this 
time was premature because departments had not been consulted and that 
the matter of how the 24 credits were to be selected was not clear, 


Dr. Chaikelson reported that those whose names were on her speakers list 
had spoken and she proposed to move to a discussion on the proposal from 
Health Education. 


Dr. Nish challenged the ruling of the chair, seconded by Dr. Egan. 
Vote: CARRIED 


The debate on*the L.A. proposals continued. 


It was moved and seconded (Brian/Petrie) to table the Liberal Arts 
College proposal in order to allow time for consultation with depart- 


ments concerned, 
Vote: DEFEATED 


It was moved and seconded (McEvenue/Hamalian) to split the motion to 
approve the L.A.C. proposal in such a way as to vote on the major and 


honours separately. 
Vote: CARRIED 


It was moved and seconded (Lajoie/Crowe) to vote by secret ballot. 
Vote: CARRIED 


A vote by secret ballot was held on the question to approve the major 
in Western Civilization and Culture as outlined in the proposal from 
the Liberal College and was CARRIED. 


It was moved and seconded (Armstrong/Taddeo) to table the proposal for 


an Honours in Western Society and Culture. 
Vote: CARRIED 


e) New Programme - Bachelor of Science - Nursing (B.Sc. N.) ASC 80-4-D12 


Dr. Adley introduced the topic. He asked to have a number of minor 
changes made in the document: 1) to add the number 30 in the column 
adjacent to year II of the curriculm outline, form E, and 2) to add 
3-credit values to the first two courses listed in that group BIOL C---, 
CHEM C--- and 6 credit value to SOCIOL C---,

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Dean Cohen pointed out that some revisions are still to be made in 
the section on Accompanying Changes, form A, page 3, which will be 
both curricular and structural, and that these changes will be 
presented to Council at the appropriate time. 


In reporting on the financial aspects of the proposal, Dean Cohen 
stated that the Deans support the programme with the Understanding 

that financing would be provided for three faculty positions for two 
years, one secretarial position, and a significant amount of money 

to cover the experimental field and practice of various Nursing courses 
which would amount to approximately $50,000 per year, as well as 
significant increases in library resources amounting to a large 

initial outlay with an ongoing cost of about $20,000 a year. 


It was reported that should this new programme be implimented, the 
existing programmewill be phased out. 


It was moved and seconded (Cohen/Uprichard) to approved the new programme 
Bachelor of Science - Nursing (B.Sc. N.) for implimentation subject to 
appropriate’ funding by the Ministry of Education. 

Vote: CARRIED 


Other Business 


Establishment of the Jacques Lenoir Prize (ASC 80-4~D15) 


It was moved and seconded (Shulman/Nish} to approve the establishment of 
two book prizes, one at the graduate level to Be awarded to the outstand- 
ing graduate student in organic chemistry, one at the undergraduate level 
for the student with the highest standing in introductory organic chemistry 
(C221/C222), on the understanding that these prizes will not be presented 


at graduation cermonies, 
Vote: CARRIED
